Badger Interviews Drew of the Blue 
Eyed Devils 

1. Can you tell us a little bit about the 
bands history? year formed, original 
members, first demo? 

Yes the Blue Eyed Devils first started 
practicing in the summer of 1994. Scott 
who played Bass for Aggravated 
Assault wanted to start a new band 
with a harder sound, and he wanted to 
play Guitar. We practiced a little bit 
and wrote a few songs. The first song 
we wrote was Nigger Nigger. I went 
away to school in Ohio for the winter 
and I returned we talked to Bob and 
Ryan from Nordic Thunder and the 
were interested in practicing.

It was a split CD we released with 
Aggravated Assault called Hate 
Crimes. It was just re-released by Final 
Stand Records 

2. What is your current lineup, has 
anyone played with other groups? 

Bob on Guitar played with Nordic 
Thunder, and live with Aggravated 
Assault. Sean our new Drummer has 
played and toured with some Oi bands. 
Our bass player Garrett has plays in 
another band called R-Blend. I sing for 
the Blue. Eyed Devils and on a few 
Sedition CDs. 

3. Have you been giging lately? 

The last show we played was in New 
Jersey, about four months ago. It was 
a fucking blood bath. We have another 
show set up for North Jersey next 
month, and one coming up in 
Pennsylvania. 

4. Are all the members straight edge? 
No 

5. What do you think of skins on dope, 
or gangster skins? 

Well I have been in a gang myself for 
over 10 years so I would say it is kind 
of part of being a skinhead. Although 
you don’t have to be in a gang to be a 
skinhead, a gang is a part of my life. 
As far as skins on dope, I have never 


been into drugs, and i have seen swine 
people who started doing drugs really 
go down the tubes. 

6. Bands you would like to play with? 

I always wanted to play with Angry 
Aryans 

7. What is the scene like in the Tri- 
States area? 

I really like it, that's why I live here. 

We played a show about an hour and 
a half from here in Pennsylvania a few 
months ago, there were about 300 
people there. 

8. What did you think of the 
Hallowcaust show that you played in 
California in November? 

Good turn out, good time, bad sound 
system. I tried to make up for it by 
smashing up the stage a little bit. I 
really like California shows. I would 
love to come back. 

9. What direction do you think the US 
is going in? 

I think the worse it gets, the better 
chance we have of waking up more 
mindless people 

10. What do you think of patriotic 
skinheads? 

That question is tough to answer. I 
hang out with a gang of skinheads who 
live in a America, but they are from 
another country, Poiand. They really 
. love Poland quite a bit and I guess you 
could describe them as patriotic 
skinheads and I like them a lot. I really 
do not Wee the government of this 
country and you really could not cal! 
me patriotic. However, I have been all 
oyer the world and spent months in 
Europe, I do think this country is a 
great place to live I miss my friends 
when I am gone to long. 

11. What other bands are in your area? 

Urn, Bon Jovi are from New Jersey, R- 
Blend, H8 Machine are pretty close by, 
but we never had a show with them, a 
band called Those Opposed are not 
that far away in Pennsylvania, and 
Headkick Rodeo. 


12. And one more time for all the fans, 
can you tell us the names of all your 
CDs including splits and the order 
(years) they came out? 

Fuck, you don't know how I dread this 
question, (should I just say no?). 1 think 
I can tell you the names of all our CDs 
that's not a big deal. What years they 
came out duhh, 1 might have a problem 
with that, (too many shots to the head) 
Hate crimes was our first CD, a split 
with Aggravated Assault in 1995. (sure 
about that) Next was Murder Squad 

1996. (sure again) But then it gets a 
little foggy. We recorded a few songs 
for foreign comps, we put out a 7 M inch 
Record (rare but 1 got a few left). I think 
Holocaust 2000 was the next full length 
in 1999. Then Retribution in 2000. Our 
final album, |t Ends in 2003. There 
were 2 other CDs released some 
where in there, one was like a Blue 
Eyed Devils songs that are legal in 
Europe CD because people were 
getting arrested and going to jail for 
selling and possessing our CDs (no 
kidding) We had a European lawyer 
check the lyrics and tell us which 
songs were ok. The other CD was a 
collection of songs we recorded for 
compilations. There are still a few 
songs we released that many people 
have never heard like "piece of shit 
cop* which is one of my favorites and 
on the T, we only played it one time 
live at a concert in Sweden 1996 or 

1997, 25 cops came in, we played it, 
the fucking cops got smashed to shit, 
Awesome!!! Such a great memory we 
retired the song in tribute to that tough 
ass crowd 


13. What do you expect for the future 
as far as new CDs or splits (I’d love to 
see an Angry Aryans split iol) 7 

Fuck I would love to work with those 
guys (A.A.) they really have some 
talent. The members of the Blue Eyed 
Devils have a new band together 
called “Teardown” and we are going to 
play our first show in Pennsylvania in 
January.

Could you tell us a little about your band, and how 
tong you have been together?

The group 
consists of me on guitar, Drew on drums, Patrick on 
guitar, Adam on bass, and Dennis on vocals. We 
have all been comrades for years now but have been 
rehearsing as Achtung Juden for around six months. 

Have any of your members played in other bands? 

Kev: Recently Drew and I were in a fairly well known 
RAC band for a while however we quit because the 
band was not racial enough. Denis, Drew and 
Patrick were in a White Power Oi band called 
Chapter 10; they did a demo and a gig or two and 
then Patrick went off to the Army. Then I joined 
Chapter Ten in replacement of Patrick. We did a 
couple gigs and split up. The singer from this RAC 
band called Drew and I [hooked] up and we joined 
him for a while. We then left that and got Chapter 
Ten back together and shortly thereafter changed 
our name to Einsatzgruppen 88. That group did a 
demo and a few compilation songs that never saw 
the light of day. Then we just split up for a while and 
then Adam and I started Achtung Juden with Drew 
and Denis. Then Patrick got stationed in Virginia so 
he joined Achtung Juden. 

What are your musical influences? 

Kev: Skrewdriver, all of Ian Stuarts works, Legion 88, 
Bunker 84, Landser, No Remorse, Brutal Attack, 

New Glory, NS marches, Wagner, Skullhead etc. 

How would you describe your own style of music? 

Kev: We are a National Socialist Rock band. I 
believe we have a unique style while staying true to 
our Skinhead roots. 

We heard your demo tape, are you writing and 
recording material for an album yet? 

Kev: We recorded the demo fairly recently. We are 
hopeful that someone would be willing to release our 
music to a wider audience in the future.

Kev: As a group we are unaffiliated with any 
organizations however have individually donated 
money to various groups over the years. Adam 
comes from a long line of Klansmen.

Kev: We are all National Socialist Skinheads. 

Any bands you would like to play with when you start 
doing shows? 

Kev: Off the top of my head I would say Final War, 
Brutal Attack, Celtic Warrior, Vrnland Warriors, if 
BED had not have broken up I would have very 
much liked to play with them.

So can you toil the readers when American 
Standard first formed and what the line up 
was like? 

American Standard started playing almost 
four years ago. The original lineup was 
Rick-vocals, Matt-bass and backing vocals, 
Aaron was our first drummer, but he 
sucked pretty bad, so now he does leads, 
and yours truly on rhythm guitar and 
backing vocals. We had alot of trouble with 
drummers when we got started, but now 
we‘ve got the best one in the world....TOM. 

How do you think you would describe your 
sound? 

I'd say we ended up sounding alot like 
West Coast HxC, with some punk 
overtones....Hard and fast, basically. 

What are your musical influences as far as 
styles and bands? 

Again, West Coast HxC and good old 
school punk rock. Mostly bands like Minor 
Threat, Adolescents, DRI, Descendents, 
Black Flag, etc. 

Where would you say your band stands 
politically? 

I'd say that we all believe in the old 
Republic, and the renaissance that this 
country saw before the Jews overwhelmed 
the media, banks, and legislature.

How do you feel about Skinheads that do 
drugs?

Aaron has a metal side project called

Are any of the band members Straight 
Edge? 

I guess by the old school standards, we all 
are. Nobody really smokes, and nobody 
gets hammered on a regular basis. We 
mostly just drink on occasion. 


You’ve piayed many a show in California, 
what did you think of the scene there? 

California's awesome. Some of our best 
friends are down there, so whenever we 
go, it's always a good time ,i think that the 
scene in Orange County is one of the best 
that we've been to. 

You have been playing alot of gigs, any 
chance for a show in your hometown 
of Vegas? 

There's been talk of putting together a 
show here, but no serious plans yet. The 
local authorities and Federal Mafia are 
pretty hard on Skinheads around these 
parts, but I'm sure we could pull K off. We'll 
put one together sometime next year, and 
see how it goes. 

When are we finally going to see the long 
awaited debut CD?

notable. Fight For Freedom (FFF) 
out of SFV even had its own NS 
Punk band Fight for Freedom 
which recorded and released a 
tape-album "Gang Life", and was 
featured along California skinhead 
bands like Extreme Hatred, and 
Storm Section on the early 
American “White Terror" CD 
Compilation. Some may have 
even heard of "PENI Punks* or 
"Insane White Punks". So. Cal 
has always had it’s WP Punks. 

LA and OC Skins and Punks often 
went to the same gigs. Bands like 
the Exploited, and Fear had large 
followings from both groups. The 
lead singer (Lee Ving) of the Punk 
band Fear, original from Phtlly, but 
later based out of LA, even 
dedicated his song "Let's have a 
War" to the Skinheads according 
to the inside pane! of one of their 
CDs. 

Further East, back during the late 


80s and early 90s the Detroit 
Street Punk and Skin scene was 
pretty mixed. Bands like Rival and 
The Rouges, playing both sides of 
the spectrum, much as the Mad 
Hatters were doing Philiy about 
the same time. The NYC HC 
scene was real mixed between HC 
Skins and Punks, many of the 
bands like Warzone, Y.O.T., Side 
By Side, the Anti-Heroes and a lot 
of others, seemed to have real 
White Pride leanings in the 
beginning, but as the HC scene 
developed, the pride seemed to 
get lost somewhere, and a band 
was either WP or not. You could 
probably write a small book about 
the Pro-White elements in early 
ECHC 

CONTENTAL EUROPE 

N.S. Punk has also had some 
European presence. Spain, which 
is well known for it's Punk scene 
had some Nazi Punks active in 
groups like the BBAA, and Ultras 
Sur. At least one Spanish Punk 
band. Los Nikis, clearly had pro- 
NS lyrics, and it appears a number 
of other 80s Spanish Punk bands 
wrote songs in favor of the NS/NR 
parties. It seems reasonable to 
assume that like the onginal Punk 
explosion in the UK, the 
accompanying Punk movements 
that came out of European 
countries contained a mixed 
political element as well. 

The Swedish band Midgards 
Soner is seen by many as the 
modem pioneers of Nazi Punk, 
Riding on the popular wave of 
Swedish Nationalist music tn the 
90s, MS started in "93, and 
brought us N.S. Punk. Red, Black 
and White Mohawks and ail. 
Although the band called it a day 
in *97, and some of it's former 
members have backed off their 
right-wing views a tat, they still left 


albums, and inspired the motto 
"Purik’s Not Red". 

THE MODERN NS PUNK 
MOVEMENT 

Since Midgards Soner brought us 
modem WP Punk in full force, allot 
more NSP has appeared all over 
the place. A tot is just White Punk 
kids who are getting turned on to 
WP, and older Punks starting to 
drift right as our country is going 
down the tubes. 

One of the first American WP 
Punk bands to appear in recenl 
years was the Dirty White Punks 
outofTX. They recorded a demo, 
did some interviews, but sort of 
vanished after that - we were 
unable to get a hold of any of 
them, or the TX WP Punks or 
Skurtx for this article. If your out 
there - drop us a line! 

In recent years a lot of American 
Skinhead bands have come out 
playing pure "Nazi Punk". The 
most notable being the east 
coast’s "Chaos 88", and the west 
coasts "Warfare 88*. The later 
have even given us a N S.P. 
anthem "Nazi Punks*. Although 
the music and sprit of the music is 
Punk, ffi hard to miss the fact that 
the band members themselves are 
Skinheads and not Punks. 

There is no question that Skinhead 
Rock developed out of the Punk 
subculture. Early Skinhead bands 
like the 4-Skins, Ovattinees, Peter 
& The Wolf, played something 
which is almost indistinguishable 
In sound to what "Punk" bands 
were playing. Although, over the 
years, R.A.C, has drifted towards 
Metal, it has more or less come full 
circle, and the young RAC. bands 
today otter play music which is 
more Punk than anything else.

Could you tell us a little about the 
history oT the band, and how you 
came about the name Patriot's 
Call? 

Well we were originally the 
Whiskey Rebels, but because of 
the bands line up changing and 
the fact that some sharp band 
had already taken that name, we 
changed it to Patriots Call, in 
honor of Ian Stuart who blessed 
us all with his involvement in the 
White Power Movement. 

Do any of your members play in 
other bands? 

Right now I am practicing with my 
aid bassist on an unplugged 
project, and I can say that we 

really sound good, which was 

surprising, and J have a feeling 
that my brother the Musical 
Genius will be playing bass for 
us. Our drummer Ul Johnny aka 
Lunchbox, Lunchy, Skip, or 
Skipper, also plays drums for 
Cradle Song. 

Who would you say are your 
biggest musical influences, and 
favorite bands? 

Definetely Oi. I was a gangster 
skin who listened to Heavy Metal, 
and / hated old punk rock, just 
never got it, then I heard a U.S. 
ofOi compilation, you know a 
copy of a copy from some record, 
and I was hooked. I grew up 
listening to my dads old school 
50s greaser musk, and Oi 
reminded me of that, but 
obviously with out the innocence. j 
It's simplicity, and sing along 
choruses really got to me, and 
that is what I try to recreate in all 
my songs, and I think I can say 
the same for Lit Johnny who also 
writes the tunes. Hooking up with 
him was a God send because he 
likes the type of musk I like, and 
he never tries to make it *hard 
core” for hard cores sake. If we 
get a little tougher than normal 
with the tune. It is because we 
mean to. 

Who writes your swigs? 

Johnny and I write the songs, and 
my brother helps compose them. 
My brother is a vast wealth of 
musical knowledge, and he has 
some really good ideas, because 
he Is all over the place with his 
musical tastes, and it helps 
having him bring a new 
perspective to the same old 
sound. 


Where does your band stand 
politically? 

White Power. No question about 

it. 

Are all your members Skinheads, 
and are you affiliated with any 
organizations? 


I would say that Ul Johnny and I 
are Skinheads, my brother the 
bassist is more of a Patriot, with 
strong racialist leanings. I think 
my brothers only problem with 
being a Skinhead is that It is not 
in his nature to hate. He is a very 
gentle guy, but from time to time 
the pressure of aliens in his land 
gets to him, and Ms violent side 
comes out. His strengths lay 
more in the creative aspect of his 
heritage, and I deeply respect 
him for that I am not affiliated 
with any group, however / stiff 
strongly support the IKA. Ul 
Johnny is a member of the 
National Alliance. 

What do you think about gangster 
skins, and skins that do drugs, do 
you think they play any positive 
role in our movement? 

As a former drug addict, and 
gangster skin, I have a better 
perspective on this subject than 
most, I would think Over ail are 
they a positive? I would have to 
say quite carefully with many vital 
factors, yes. Although they are 
the dark side of our kin, if they 
remain racially true, then their 
methods in some ways can be 
forgiven. Now I know what you 
are thinking, how can he defend a 
group of people who are very 
detrimental to our race, so I will 
explain. Growing up in SFV 
Southern California before the 
advent of the internet, the prison 
racialist tradition was more 
prevalent than the far Superior 
White Nationalist tradition, and 
before I discovered true 
Nationalism I involved myself in 
the criminal street war against 
our Invaders by participating in 
crimes against muds. My 
* homeboys * and I would fight 
back against these mud gangs by 
using the same methods that they 
employed, and although I am not 
proud to say it, dealing drugs to 
members of our own race was 
part of that criminal enterprise. 
Aside from that disasterous 
aspect, we did good by defending 
our territory from muds even 
though we would ultimately loose 


by emanating the very thing that 
we were fighting against. This 
form of skinhead can either create 
a White Nationalist, or ultimately 
destroy the person, and I chalk it 
up to natural selection when it 
comes to those who could not 
overcome the temptation of such 
a vice ridden lifestyle and in turn 
becoming institutionalized. The 
positive thing about this culture is 
that there is a strong Racial side 
to it, and that could possibly lead 
to that person evolving. If that is 
the path one must take in order 
to be a good strong White 
Nationalist then so be it. I know 
a number of older Skinheads who 
fell into this category, and 
because of the racial element in 
that scene, it lead to their 
salvation when they saw the error 
of their ways and personally 
evolved. Is it the best path to 
take? No, quite the opposite. 
Should it be condoned, and 
glorified? No, quite the opposite. 
But should we turn our back on 
our fellow kin who largely due to 
curcumstance fell into this 
lifestyle? No we should try to 
save those that are worth saving, 
all the others will fai! by the waste 
side by their own weakness. 

We know you touch on it in your 
song "Drinking Song", but what 
do you think about drinking and 
alcoholism in our scene? 

Personally I would describe 
myself as a borderline alcoholic, 
and I think the only thing that 
keeps me from being an alcoholic 
is the fact that I do not let my 
drinking for the most part come 
between me and my fight for our 
great Race. Alcohol is part of our 
culture, deeply rooted, and to say 
that the Drinking Song is an and 
alcohol song is not really 
understanding it In that song l 
call upon the listener to raise a 
toast to our comrades who are In 
this movement not for the party, 
but the fight. I point out that 
chasing byrds, and drinking beer 
is not the reason we exist, and to 
those who only participate at that 
level, I challenge them to grow 
up. Alcohol should remain part of 
our scene because it is our way, 
but for It to be the reason for its 
existance is bull shit, and I think 
that any skinhead reading this 
should look at themselves and 
ask. Do I put as much energy Into 
advancing my race as I do trying 
to get to a show so I can hang out 
with my comrades and drink 
beer. We all know who I am 


talking about, so I don't think I 
need to go on any further. 


Where do you think California is 
heading, and do you see our 
movement having any part in the 
direction it will go? 

California is destined for 
destruction, its laws are so 
invasive that it leaves no room for 
a healthy resistance to battle its 
collapse, and the political power 
in this state has already fallen 
into the hands of the wet back, 
and the jew. I see our movement 
righting a tactical retreat, and 
allowing California to undo itself. 
Maybe in another 75 years we wilt 
be in a position to take it back, 
but that will take aiot of 
preparation, and aiot of breeding 
on our part. So what are you all 
waiting for lets get started. 

We know you played the IKA Fall 
Fest back in 2002 as the Whiskey 
Rebels, the recordings of the 
show are great, but what was it 
like to actually be out there at a 
gig in Kentucky? 

I love the South, and I have aiot 
of respect for the IKA, and the 
Klan tradition. Aiot of my friends 
took down on our brothers deep in 
the woods, because of their bad 
teeth, and other stereotypical 
nonsence, mostly promoted by 
the jew. Instead I tend to see the 
positive side to our Comrades in 
the south. When I visit there l 
feet accepted, brotherhood is 
much easier to fall into in their 
scene. I see a military tradition 
that goes back before our Nation 
was founded, and I see traditions 
that older than anything else in 
the White Power movement The 
only tiling that bothers me about 
the south is their tendency to 
feud with each other, that is a 
tradition that I think they could 
leave behind, and be the better 
for it 

Having released your own split 
album, you know a bit about the 
bustness end of our scene. 
Sometimes we hear complaints 
about businesses in our 
movement trying to make money 
off tiie cause, any comments on 
that? 

Boy you have been launching the 
controversial ones at me tonight 
First off I would like to say, I am 
not speaking for any of the other 
members of the band, which I 










haven't been through the course 
of this interview. Having said 
that, I will now answer such a 
tough question. 1 think one of the 
keys to our struggle is the 
development of a White 
Economy. What 1 mean by that is 
an economy that relies solely on 
ourselves, and benefits only 
ourselves. Being an amateur 
economist J would have to say the 
only way our economy would 
grow is by people working 
extremely hard to make sure it 
does, and realistically speaking 
this will not happen until we 
accept the fact that anyone who 
promotes the scene, or our 
economy In general should be 
rewarded for It. Do I want people 
who only enter this scene to make 
money? No, but lets face it at 
this time 1 seriously doubt anyone 
who does enter this scene on a 
business level Is not entering it 
for their own monetary gains. 
There are to many other fields of 
enterprise out there that are ak>t 
easier to turn a profit on. Having 
said that l would like to point out, 
that with out rewards, we will 
only have people mat participate 
in our White Economy as a 


Hobby, and that Is not going to 
make our White Economy grow. 

In fact I think that the attitude 
that no one should make money 
off the scene has kept the scene 
at an ameteur level, and not until 
the scene has become more 
profitable has It gotten the people 
involved that would be able to 
devote the time, and effort to 
make it better. The production 
quality of the music now has 
grown leaps and bounds because 
it is profitable (slightly) to 
produce musk:, therefore more 
money has been invested into 
making a better piece of 
propaganda, which will In turn 
collect more people under our 
banner, which will in turn 
strengthen a White Economy. 

Lets face it, with out a White 
Economy we are doomed. We are 
enslaved by our jobs, and we are 
made less effective members of 
our Race because we are 
beholden to a society at large mat 
demands that we toe the 
politically correct line. Ifwecouio 
break those shackles by 
employing ourselves, and being a 
seif sufficient Nation, then we 
could have far more power than 


we could otherwise. What it 
realty comes down to is trusting 
eachother to know that we are all 
involved in this thing for seifless 
reasons. 1 understand everyones 
apprehension, lets face it we have 
seen some really ugly selfish mini 
furhers amongst us who are only 
doing this thing for their own 
persona! glorification and power 
trip. Me, I am willing to forget 
those fuckin lames, and trust my 
brothers enough to do business 
with them. 

Other than the split CD with 
Cradle Song, what sort of plans 
does Patriot's Call have in the 
future, is there a fuli-tength In the 
works? 

I hope to have a Ml length album 
out by the end of this summer. It 
all depends on how busy the 
other members of the band are. 

Do you have any advice to 
younger people reading this who 
may be new to the scene? 

Read. There is so much 
knowledge out there that you 
have a racial duty to try and 
collect It. 


Don't get involved for any other 
reason than the love of your race, 
and western culture. If Hatred for 
Niggers, Spies, Gooks, fags, and 
Jews has gotten you here than 
good. Ask yourself this, after the 
hatred ebbs in time because you 
are finally beginning to express it, 
will you still be dedicated to the 
struggle? Build your foundation 
out of an intense iove for your 
race, and a drice to preserve the 
only culture that has brought the 
light of the Gods to this world. 
Participate. Find out what you 
are good at, and give freely to 
your race, it will only strengthen 
you in the long run. 

Thanks for the interview, any last 
words? 

Just to thank you for the 
interview, and that 1 hope 
everyone who enjoys the style of 
music we play enjoys our album.

The Warriors were the continuation of The Last 
Resort, after Southall no-one would book the 
band so they changed the drummer, got rid of the 
manager and changed the name of the band. 
Last Resort started in 1979 but never piayed any 
gigs until 19S0 when they finally had a settled line 
up. i played on die first 7 gigs and sung on the 4 
track EP Violence In Our Minds, Roi took over 
from me then after (had personal problems they 
played a farther 15-20 gigs and recorded backs 
on Oil albums, etc, and a dodgy demo which 
became “Skinhead Anthems". Warriors have 
played over 50 gigs in 13 countries and made 3 
albums, a mini album, a "best of, a video and a 
few singles. 

2. Are you still a skinhead band, are all the 
members still skins? 

We ail have been skins, but we wear what we like 
to wear, I still wear bools, etc. We are a punk / 
skin band, we get a mixed audience. 


3. We have heard from a number of sources that 
you were once involved with the Nationalist 
politics, tie sort once promoted by the NF and 
BM, care to set the record straight? 

No not one! I've always voted Labour which is a 
working class party (although they are shit at the 
moment!) 

4. Care to teii us a little about the infamous 
events at Southhall, from your point of view? 

I didn't go but my wife did and ft was very scary, 
also it was wound up by (eft wing and right wing 
elements. The bands were pawns and patsys for 
other people's entertainment. 

5. What do you think about how skinhead has 
gone from being a working class culture to a 
predominately politically oriented movement? 

Has it lost it's spirit in the transfer? 

Yes it has. It has been corrupted like so many 
other things, left wing, right wing, gays, glue 
sniffing, drugs, all sorts of shit that is, to me, 
bollocks.

WN: Can you please tell us a little about 
the incident which led to your arrest and 
subsequent imprisonment? 


IS: We were arrested after a mob of about 
ten blacks attacked eight of us (5 blokes and 
3 girls) oh a tube station platform. They 
came off worse, and the transport police 
instead of taking an impartial stance just 
arrested the whites in the vicinity. 


WN: Why do you think the police were so 
keen to remove you from circulation? 


IS: The police said to us at the station that 
they had arrested us because if they had 
anrested the blacks, they would have had 
the race relations people, leftwing lawyers 
and politicians, as well as all manner .of left- 
wing scum screaming at them. If they arrested 
us, there would be no such opposition. 


WN; When you were in prison, did you find 
that people were sympathetic to your point 
of view? 


IS: In the prisons, I found widespread sym¬ 
pathy tor the Nationalist Cause from both 
prison officers and inmates. The warders 
were always ‘borrowing’ the political papers 
that friends were sending into me, and they 
were always doing the rounds of other 
wings! 


WN: We understand that you received a 

reasonable volume of mail whilst you were 
in prison. What affect did receiving this 
mail have on you as it arrived each day? 


IS: I received over 600 letters and cards in 
six months, and they really do give you a 
boost. It helps to pass the sentence to know 
that you’ve got so much support from com¬ 
rades all over the White world. 

WN: When you were in prison there was a 
front page article to The Sun’. Can you tell 
us a little of the bade ground to this story? 


IS: When the *Sun* article appeared, I had 
already done four months of the sentence. 
By this time there was quite a large group 
of us who had Nationalist beliefs, so the 
blacks didn’t bother to try and do anything. 
...The article itself was just an attempt to 
blacken the name of Suggsy. We did use to 
be mates, but as he said, we haven’t seen 
each other for a few years, and that's all 
there is to it. 


WN: Some Nationalists, and certainly the 
Establishment, thought that 'Whit* Noise' 
would fold up when they put you away. 
Have you any comment to make on the 
fact that this is far frond being the caae? ' 


IS: Well, I must admit that 1 was a little 
worried that things would grind to a halt 
when I was sent down, but there were a 
lot of people out there willing WHITE 
NOISE to live on. It is great to know that

the IDEA has such strength. Although 1 
know it is dangerous to single people out 
for special mention I think that Ken Mc- 
Lellan and Brutal Attack deserve a plug. 
They kept things going by continuing the 
tradition of the White Christmas gigs - 
indeed, they played London and Newcastle 
which was a first for White Noise. They 
also started the excellent idea of the St. 
George’s Day gig. I’d alto like to thank Kev 
Turner and the Skull head lads who have 
done excellent work for White Noise in 
the North East. With bands like this 
WHITE NOISE has a great future ahead of 
it. 


WN: You’ve been out of prison for some 

wedas now , Ian, so could you tell us what 
you’ve been doing with yourself? Abo we 
are sure that White Noise fans will want to 
know what you have planned for the near 
future? 


IS: I'm beginning to get back into things 

now. I’m starting to organize my branch of 
the NF again (Central London branch). I’m 
looking forward to this , now that the people 
whose intentions were to damage the Party 
have gone," and also because the present 
National ’Directorate is ideologically the best 
we’ve ever had. This can only bode well for 
the Movement's future. 

...The band is now a five piece and we are 
busy rehearsing for the White Noise ’86 
Festival, plus a short U.K. tour. We will also 
be recording a new L.P. in October before 
we do the three White Christmas gigs at 
three major locations. I’m also pleased to 
tear that the officers of the White Noise 
Club are looking seriously into the possib¬ 
ility of a European Tour in 1987 taking in 
something like 8 or 9 countries. 

...There is also the formation of the ‘White 
Noise Club’ which, to me, is a great idea. 
It’s about time Nationalist music fans had 


something of their own. This Club will keep 
everyone informed about what is going on 
and will help to strengthen the scene and 
help keep everything together. 

WN: Ftoal question, lan. Have you anything 
you’d like to say to your many supporters 
world wide? 


IS: 1 would like to take this opportunity 
to thank everyone who wrote to me whilst 
I was a prisoner of Z.O.G, (Zionist Occupat* 
tonal Government).

Bo you see yourself as a Nationalist band, 
and do you see Nationalist music growing 
in influence in America?
